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The two week long 14th Calcutta Book 
Fair was one of the biggest winter attrac- 
tions of the city. The endemic problem 
of shortage of space notwithstanding, 
there were 245 ‘stalls this year with 
a marginal improvement over 224 stalls 
last year. The enthusiasm among the 
book lovers of Calcutta remained tremen- 
dous. Тһе French government chose 
this fair as a curtain raiser to the French 
Festival in India. 


Number of years ago when there was 
no book fair as such, there were two 
seasons in a year for publication of 
new books Bengali New Year and 
Durga Pooja. With “these two appropriate 
seasons, a new season now has also been 
added in the name of Book Fair. 


During the book fair, most of the publish- 
ing houses try to bring out .as many 
as new titles as possible for a wider 
publicity as well as for sales promotions. 
Thus the Calcutta Book Fair has been 
regarded as a great festival among the 
book publishers and they do their best 
to offer their best publications during 
the fair. 


Over the years, this annual landmark 
on Calcutta's literary calendar has grown 
in size, dimension and status. By occupy- 
ing the traditional spot opposite the 
Rabindra Sadan, this year too, the Calcutta 
Book Fair was bound to steal the show 
by attracting more people. The fair 
is unique in one very important respect. 
It is primarily a fair for the book-loving 
and book-buying people. As far ав busi- 
ness is concerned, this fair is not а 
trade fair.

in Pune on January 28, 1989. He was 80. 
He has left behind his wife. In the death 
of Dr. Н.О. Sankalia, Indian archaeology 
has lost one of its towering pioneers. He 
leaves behind three generations of dedicated 
archaeologists trained by him.

It is not generally known that Dr. Sankalia 
had to battle against odds to establish his 
standing in his chosen field. He failed in 
his first attempt in the matriculation, had 
little formal” training іп archaeology, was 
disqualified by the Bombay Public Service 
Commission for the post of Assistant Profes- 
sor of Archaeology and disqualified by the 
Archaeologica! Survey of India for the posi- 
tion of Superintendent of Archaeology. 
He joined the Deccan College in 1939 and 
in a brilliant span of half a century, revealed 
his prowess in excavations in Dwarka, Nashik, 
Nevase and Maheshwar. Dr. Sankalia willingly! 
accepted students from all parts of India 
and was a very simple man in, his habits. 
It was typical of Dr. Sankalia's scientific 
bent of mind that he made a will donating 
his body after death to a medical hospital 
for use by students of anatomy. The body 
of Prof. Sankalia was cremated in the elec- 
tric crematorium in Pune in deference to 
wish of his wife Saraladevi.

BOOK FAIR TO BENEFIT 
BENGALI PUBLISHERS 


Now that the conversion rate 
for the pound has reached Rs 
29,10 in the book trade, Bengali 
publishers will have a wonderful 
opportunity at (һе Calcutta 
Book Fair, being organized 
on the Maidan opposite Rabindra 
Sadan from.January 25 to Febru- 
ary 5. Mr Bimal Dhur, director 
of the fair, said at the office 
of the Publishers and Booksellers 
Guild on Saturday that there 
was every ' possibility of the 
money usually spent on imported 
titles being diverted to the 
benefit of College Street publi- 


cations. . At the same time 
he conceded that a similar 
Panic gripped buyers in March 


1966 when the rupee was deva- 
lued from Rs 13.60 to Rs 19.

One might say that the trader's 
logic has its point. Why should апу bookseller 
block his money on titles whose sale is uncertain. 
The most dangerous threat to booksellers in. the 
city is the "cut-throai" competition from the 
pavement booksellers. 


These pavement booksellers in earlier days used 
to sell old, out-of-print volumes at reduced prices. 
The problem posed by these pavement booksellers 
has assumed worse dimensions. They now collect 
new books from the publishers at the wholesalers 
discount and sell these at lower than the printed 
prices. In the current time of high prices, the 
buyer cannot be faulted for thus making a small 
gain by buying books from the pavement book- 
sellers. But the practice has a depressing effect 
on the trade as a whole. The publisher is happy 
to get quick return of his investment. But in the 
final analysis, the genuine reader ultimately loses 
as bad books drive the good books out of the 
market. The distributors аге also discouraged 
from taking risks with new and scholarly books. 
The demand for such books

the titles and make their choices. Later 
buy them from the publishers shops. Where 
can get a much higher discount compared with 
the normal 10 per cent discount at the fair. This 
is the reason why the emphasis at the fair has 
been on storing popular titles which the casual 
feaders look for and not on serious books on specia- 
lised subjects. 


Prices being what they are, one cannot blame 
people for gazing wistfully at their particular 
choices, taking a look at the price and opting 
for an ice-cream, tea, coffee or a cold drink 
instead. So one does the next best thing-- brouse. 
That is if you have come to the fair with the 
idea of looking at, buying or keeping up-to-date 
with the latest in the print media. Apparently, 
there are two types of people who visit the book 
fair -- book-lovers and fair-lovers. 


Calcutta Book Fair is not a place for making 
profit. Practically, if one calculates one's turnover 
after completion of the fair, one may find it 
difficult to locate one's exact financial position 
in relation to profit or loss. 


Many publishers admit that the investments they 
made prior to the bock fair towards publications 
of new titles, in many cases, cannot be just 
actually realised in spite of good sales at the 
fair. But the publishers do participate and will 
continue to participate in the fair because of 
the larger canvas they find out of the fair. Many 
publishers consider the fair as the only outlet 
for their less popular titles which have to be 
cleared in the interest of their business. 


Participating in Calcutta Book Fair on the part 
of the Bengali publishers is merely and specially 
a professional obligation, because indeed no publi- 
sher can survive on the sale of only 10 days a 
year. 

A relatively freer atmosphere reigns in the Bengali 
book trade. Since there are few publishers of 
popular English titles in Calcutta, sellers of English 
books have to depend on the handful of agents, 
But Bengali publishers have a greater control 
over the distribution. In fact, over the past few 
years, leading Bengali publishers like Ananda or 
Dey's have improved much on quality of production. 
Their selection of titles has moved with the spirit 
of the times. 


But for the majority of Bengali publishers, it 
is the old classics which keep them alive. Many

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Caleutta Book Fair in 
French Style 


--A Report From the Maidan 


For 12 continuous days, the "Statue of Liberty" figured prominently in the skyline of 
Calcutta. This was not going to be the only landmark. The city also had the Eiffel Tower 
of Paris and the old and reconstructed gates of Bastille. All these were the major attrac- 
tions іп the 14th Calcutta Book Fair’ which opened on January 25 on the Calcutta Maidan, 
under the aegis of the Publishers and Booksellers' Guild. The French festival in India began 
around the end of the Book Fair. To make it a memorable eccasion, the Calcutta Book 
Fair authorities decided to ‘involve the French culture and style. The three entrances 
to the sprawling 3.5 lakh sq. ft. arena of the fair had-the three French designs. The French. 
Ambassador in India, Mr. Lewin Andre, inaugurated the fair and the well-known French 
authoress, Ms. Kathrene Clement was present as a special quest. 


According to secretary of the Guild, more than 500 publishing houses and booksellers 
applied this year for booking space but.many of them could not be accommodated. He 
said that for quite some time, the Guild had been pressing for a permanent exhibition 
site. Ultimately, the number of stalls was liinited to 242. The Joint Director, said that 
this year's distinguished visitors included Mr. Clive Bradley, the Chief Executive, Publishers 
Association, Great Britain, and the President of the West German Publishers Association. 
A French publishers! delegation was also expected. Noted publishing houses from abroad 
included Hamlyn, Butterworth, Octopus, Cambridge University Press, BBC, Kniga from 
the USSR and Harcourt Brace Jovanovich international USA. Seven States in India were 
represented by publishers from those States the fair remained open till February 5, 1989. 


The Publishers and Booksellers' Guild for the first time organised two seminars this year. 
The first seminar on January 31, was on "the relationship between distributors and publi- 
shers", while the second опе on February 1, was on "rising prices of Bengali books". Dr. 
Ashin Das Gupta, National Library Director, and Dr. H. Chakravarty, curator of the Victo- 
ria Memorial, were among those who participated in this seminars. A discussion of eminent 
Bengali poets was also organised on Januany 27, 1989. Altogether 245 stalls were set 
up this year, compared to last year's, 238. Thé reputed newspaper house of Calcutta accor- 
ded felicitation to the legendary Indian Cricketer, Sunil Gavaskar, on January 28 at the 
fair. auditorium. A Quiz programme had also been arranged where the Quizmaster was 
Siddharta Bose of the Ooor Darshan fame. Besides, a rich variety of French films were 
shown from February 1. This year more than 90,000 titles were exhibited. A bulk of those 
were new Bengali books enjoying a good patronage over the years. There were a few special 
titles on vignettes of old Calcutta as the ten centenary of the :city starts next year. But 
unfortunately, several Delhi based publishers did not get space for setting up their stalls, 
due ‘to mismanagement of the fair authority. The fair was co-sponsored by the United 
Bank of India and Calcutta. Transways company. , While (e TG played cassettes. in trams* 
announcing the opening of the fair, UBI already built the auditorium and media centre. 
The UBI fair office was the official banker to the fair. 4 
' The fair remained open, from 2 p.m. to 8 p.m. everyday. The fair organisers brought out 
a directory of comprehensive list of atleast 35,000 books publishers in West Bengal (both 
in: English and.Bengali) over the last 50 years which are still in print. The directory was 
priced at Rs. 25 and sold to visitors. р $ 
Publishers in West Bengal could have good news waiting for them at the 14th Calcutta 
Book Fair. For the first time the United Bank of India came forward to finance the publi- 
shing industry. Тһе UBI chairman, Mr. J.V. Shetty adviséd the president of Publishers 
and Booksellers!

The 14th Calcutta Book Fair came to an end at 9 p.m. on Sunday, February 5, 1989 with 
the chimes of the clock reverbating throughout the fair ground on the Calcutta Maidan. 
A The Book Fair opened on January 25, 1989 with 246 stalls and table space for 60 little 
0 magazines. 
According to the Director of the Fair, more than one million people visited the Book 
Fair during the 12 days. Business worth more than Rs. 2 crore was transacted, he claimed. 
A number of stall holders said that they performed better than previous year. А number 
0 of publishers said that their sales were two times more than last year though the price 
of books registered a 20 per cent rise. 
The major share of the sales, however, took place at the Bengali book booths, The fair 
next year will be held from January 31 to February 11, 1990. 
5 It has been reported that the several book lovers with their families went expectantly 
4 to the Calcutta Book Fair. ОҒ course, it was some kind of а ritual for them to go the 
0 book fair. every уеаг-- to browse, consider, select and return home triumphantly with 
books that would satisfy their thirst for books. This year they also were confident that 
they were able to budget for a couple of purchases. But they got a shock when they found 
K out the prevailing prices ranging between 150 to 300 rupees a copy of their favourite 
5 books. These days а thinner size book costs about Rs. 100 to Rs. 125 a copy. 
They lost all interest in buying any volume. Moreover, they were not interested in paper 
backs, which seemed to be the only sort that people with fixed income could afford. 
i The Calcutta Book Fair took place during winter months (January-February). Everybody 
30 this year was asking at the fair about the weather. Actually what happened to winter 
3 іп Calcutta this year when the temperature was around 31°C. It was warm. Inside the 
Book Fair, we all experienced heat, dust ana sweat. Everyone was gasping for water and 
Cold drinks. Inside the stalls it.was uncomfortable even in cotton clothes. In the evening 
mist became visible wrapping the book fair venue in warm blanket. At the end of the 
fair what remained was its memory. Let that great memory lingers till we meet again

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Creativity and Constraint : dancing 
in the dark 


This paper discusses the ‘nature and strength of 
the creative impulse, and argues that efforts 
to police it have not worked, though the writer 
who houses it has suffered. The creative process, 
which is subject to laws internal to itself, can 
only grow in freedom, with free public access 
to what it produces. 

If the creative impulse could be reduced to а 
simple definition or formula, ways and means 
of bringing it under external constraints would 
have been devised long ago. But it remains un- 
governable, and authority has had to be satisfied 
with controlling the writer instead a poor substitute 


for the unreachable st.rring in the gut that is 
responsible for disturbing the peace. The writer 
à does not сһоове to һе а dissident. Не is one by 


virtue of the fact that he writes, for pen is put 
‘to paper in order to ‘remake the world. There 
can be no happy marriage of authority with the 
creative impulse, though with authority that re- 
cognizes the necessity, and ‘inevitability, of art, 
there can be co-existence. А great many do not 
recognize it, therefore the practice of putting 
writers in cages to keep the population safe from 
their subversive ideas continues, and picturesque 
Punishments have been added to the control ethic- 
making manual labourers of writers, disappearing 
them off the map, washing their brains in psychiatric 
wards, censoring them out of a written existence 
and thereby out of a livelihood, and when nothing 
else works, expelling them onto foreign soil to 
infect some other populace instead. All this in 
addition to the great international zoo of caged 
writers. And we live in a world where dissidents 
are still put to death. Yet perversely the creative 
urge thrives and authority is hung with it 
Part of the problem of external constraints 
where to begin, for the urge is ever present. 
The creative writer is never not at work, just 
as a pregnant woman is never not pregnant, no 
matter what else she may be doing. Creativity 
is a continuous affair. It is everyday life. It carries 
on alongside one's breathing, circulation and digest- 
ion. The closest one can get to a first stirring 
the impulse within oneself that leads to a story

And even in trying to explain my own-the 
only one I can speak for-the best J can do is talk 
around it, not pin it down. I can describe my 
habits of work, my angle of vision, the place, 
time, and atmosphere that produced a particular 
piece of writing, but that is all. I cannot say, 
I do not know, why one sight, sound or memory, 
and no other, originates the process that ends 
in a book. Nor can I make the process go away 
Once it has begun. Still less do I know where it 
is taking me, its most vital ingredient being that 
I don't know where I'm going. | am led.

In the early 1970's а well-wisher advised me to 
change the critical tone of my articles and to 
fall, as he put it, into line. It would have been 
no use explaining that if I fell anywhere, it wes 
more likely to be over the edge of a cliff, or 
somewhere equally unknown, and in any case as 
far as possible from the expected beaten path, 
because the- creative urge is a wanderer. Its terrain 
is the wilderness.

' jonship to society. His: material comes from society. 


His insights are intended for society. And society 
in turn is blessed with imagination, or every novel 
would be still-born. But the public is not a monolith 
and seldom reacts as one, even on those occasions 
when authority designates the people as a mass, 
a lump, a dumping ground for its rhetoric. If 
the public is free to choose, it picks and chooses 
according to individual taste. If it does not like 
what it gets, it has the right of pretest, and publics 
have been known to turn violent at concerts and 
to throw rotten eggs at exhibitions. But the out- 
come of the most famous such violent protests 
has been that the paintings and music lived on 
to herald dramatic new departures in those art 
forms, while the public calmed down, looked -and 
listened again, changed its mind, and finally hailed 
the once offending outrage as a masterpiece. 
The grandchild of the egg-thrower becomes а 
collector of examples of that same outrage. Now, 
beautifully framed, they occupy prominent places 
on his walls to perform a daily miracle in his 
life, and be passed on as heritage to his children. 
He would not have had this opportunity if, to 
oblige his first stormy reaction, the future master- 
piece had been banished from Sight. The answer 
may be that art invariably needs a second, third, 
fourth look. It sometimes speaks in symbols. It 
seldom is exactly what it appears to be. No quick 
and easy judgements are possible, especially in 
circumstances where civilised life has taken us 
far distant from the day when every man painted 
On the walls of his cave and art was as instinctive 
a need as food. In general it is good policy to 
leave art and people together to work out’ their 
own problems of understanding and communication, 
their own reactions of acceptance or rejection.

Long before independence Jawaharlal Nehru set 
forth an agenda for independent India in his favour- 
ite words: creative adventure, the scientific tem. 
per, and the modern! mind. Within this framework 
a country set free from bondage would finally 
flower. This was the agenda. that perceived India 
as a single whole integrity, not a land mass divided 
into communities, religions, and other interest 
groups. And: this is why апу concession to narrow- 
ness is a blow at our own vitals. When, for exam- 
ple, we make wounded sensibilities and hurt feelings 
the basis for bans on art, we jump into a соп- 
troversy for the wrong reason. There have been 
moments in history when progress and knowledge 
would have come to a standstill unless feelings 
had been hurt. At such times we have a moral 
duty to hurt them. No woman would ever have 
come out of purdah, or fought for the vote, or 
the right to marry a man of her choice, or to 
be educated, or even to -stay alive instead of 
burning alive on a funeral pyre, if the criterion 
for her behaviour had been her familiy's hurt 
feelings. The Protestant Reformation, the study 
of anatomy, the theory of evolution, the abolition 
of untouchability, the Hindu. Code Bill would never 
have seen the light of day if care had been taken 


to hurt no feelings. Given the chance, feelings 
are tougher than we suspect.

UNESCO BID TO STIFLE BOOK 
The UN Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organisation 
(UNESCO) is trying to `stifle 
.publication of its own book 
critical of the Reagat adminis- 
tration. which pulled out of 
the Paris-based agency four 
years ago, an American media 
group charged. 


cript 18 months ago, and even 
paid for it, it is now threatening 
to take legal action to prevent 
its publication. UNESCO officials 
in New York had no immediate 
comment. They said they would 
be getting in touch with the 
Paris head office to find out 
about the controversy. 


The US withdrew from the 
UNESCO іп 1984, charging 
that the UN agency was backing 
а third world campaign to curb 
press freedom by promoting 
a "new information order" 
and a nonaligned news agency 
pool. But the US action, which 
was imitated by Britain апа 
Singapore, resulted іп .replace- 
ment -of the UNESCO's Senega- 
lese director-general, Mr Amadou 
Mahtar M'Bow.

Booksellers who are registered with DSBPA and who do not follow GOC terms of discount either ` 
directly or indirectly or supply through their other sister organisations, located. in Delhi or Outside;

It has been 
established that modernisation and  renoration 
of existing paper mills has become a necessity 
if higher capacity utilisation efficiencies and 
greater effectiveness are to be achieved. 


India reached a record level of 18,000 titles 
іп 1982. Since then there has been a decline 
in the number of books published. India was the 
seventh highest producer: of books and the third 
highest producer of English books in the world 
not. so long ago. The situation has drastically 
changed. India occupies the 17th position in book 
publishing in the world, according to the 1987 
edition of the UNESCO Statiscal Year Book. 
Though the number of books published in India 
rose from 14,202 in 1983-84 to 16,970 in 1986-87, 
the publishing industry has not kept pace with 
the growth in other countries.

As far ав funding for educational development 
is concerned, there is no better way of highlighting 
the problem than quoting straight from the "Chal- 
lenge of Education" document brought out by 
the.

In 
para 3.10 of this document, it has been stated 
that perhaps the most important reason for -the 
present state of affairs is the obvious paucity’ 
of resources: "While budgetary allocations for 
plan expenditure for education have gone up 
substantially over the years, these have not kept 
pace with the growth in enrolments or rise іп 
prices. As a result, the total expenditure per 
- student per year, by the Centre and the States, 
has declined in real terms. More than 90 per 
cent of expenditure (in some States even more 
than 98 per cent) is spent on teachers’ salaries 
and administration. Rractically nothing is available 
to .buy a black-board and chalks, let alone charts, 
other inexpensive teaching aids, or even pitchers 
for drinking water.” 


Available data for the expenditure on education 
being incurred by various countries shows that, 
іп -врісе of being so much behind most countries 
in the matter of literacy, universalisation . of 
elementary education, vocationalisation and, 
above all, the quality of education, India was 
spending on education around 3 per cent of the 
GNP in 1979-80-- something more probably than 
the corresponding figures for .a few countries

Facing Crisis

It was none other than Milton who said: 
A good book is the precious life 
blood of a master spirit emblamed and 
treasured up on a purpose to a life 
beyond life". But these words of wisdom 
һауе not been ‘heeded in India. Though 
we figure among the top book publishing 
countries of the world in English làngu- 
age, the habit of reading for knowledge 
or pleasure is not entrenched, not surpris- 
ingly, though most of the books published 
in the country are text books for schools 
and colleges. We have not understood 
even today the’ important role that 
books, play in shaping the lives of indivi- 
duals, societies and nations. What we 
lack is also in our endeavour to inculcate 
the habit of reading among the younger 
generation. Books are relevant àt all 
times.

possess no mechanism for talent scouting, 
no reviewers for evaluating manuscripts 
and few editors who are able to convert 
manuscripts into quality publications. 
It is well known that since most of 
the Indian book publishers do not. have 
any qualified editor ог  proof-reader, 
their authors are deprived of any edito- 
rial guidance and expertise. And even 
when a manuscript. is accepted by а | 
publisher, it is usually passed on to- 
the printer without adequate editorial 
scrutiny.  Proof-reading at - times is 
left with the printer who is a job perfor- 
mer. In most cases, the printer does 
it all--thus we have the book with plenty 
of errors, wrong alignment lines and 
of course, grammatical lapses. 

We do not want to talk about -lack 
of an effective market and promotion 
strategy, which have also stalled any 
improvement in book publishing trade.

What is 
worse is that the remaindering racket cut deeply into 
library grants. 


Piracy being a perennial problem, strict penalties 
are the only way out. The pirate is nobody's friend. 
He robs the author, the publisher and the government. 
In India the copyright law, after it was amended in 
1983 and 1984, began to act as deterrent. However, 
though local piracy has been checked to some extent. 
It is much more difficult to check piracy of Indian 
books in counties like Pakistan and Bangladesh. 
Apart from these are problems peculiar to this country. 
For instance, the price of paper has been mercilessly 
hiked since January 1989 - the cheapest quality costs 
Rs.1600 a tonne. 


In addition, the postal rates, the absence of library 
movement and the virtual monopolisation of the 
school market by organisations such as NBT and 
NCERT pose major obstacles to Indian publishers. 
This is a pity because NBT publishes good reading 
material at very reasonable price. Yet there are very 
few takers. Even NBT's books on adventure stories ` 
have failed to outstrip the popularity of Nancy Drew 
and Hardy boys. It seems that Indian students prefer 
the stuff penned by foreign writers. Another reason 
for the lack of popularity of the NBT publications is 
the relatively poor quality of print and unattractive 
jackets as compared to other publications.
